To the Inhabitants of the Town of Hooksett, m the County 
of Merrimack, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Hooksett, on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March 
next, at ten of the clock, in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
ensuing year. 

2. ‘To hear and act upon the report of the town 
budget committee. 

3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriation of the same. 

4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the observance of Old Home 
Day. 

. 5. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Budget 
as a whole or in part. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to give a discount 
of two per cent (2%) on all taxes, except poll taxes, paid 
on or before the fifteenth (15th) day of July. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to accept all Trust 
Funds not before accepted. 

8. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to hire money in anticipation of taxes, or take any action 
relative thereto. 

9. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, Town 
Treasurer, Agents, Auditors and Committees, or other offh- 
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cers heretofore chosen or appointed, and to pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

10. To see how much money the Town bide vote to 
raise on town debt. 

11. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any real estate acquired ood the — 
town through tax collectors deed. | 
| 12. To see if the Town will vote to have street lights 
turned off at 12 o’clock, midnight, to save expenses, as 
petitioned by C. H. Clark and seventeen others. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to replace light on 
Daniel Webster Highway between Bartlett Street and 
Stearns Avenue, as petitioned by C. H. Clark and (17) 
_ others. 

14. To see if the Town will vote to allow George 
E. Merrill Post No. 37, American Legion, and Hooksett 
Board of Trade to place a marker with suitable inscription 
thereon, on the northwest corner of the Town Hall lot in 
memory of George E. Merrill who was killed in the World 
War. These organizations to stand the expense thereof, 
as petitioned for by T. E. Woodeson and 38 others. 

15. To see if the Town will vote to paint the outside 
of Fire Station Combination No. 1 with one coat of paint, 
and raise and appropriate the sum of thirty-five dollars 
($35.00) for the same, as petitioned for by Chief Ovila 
Cheverette and forty (40) others. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to insure firemen ~ 
of Combination No. 1 and No. 2 in the New Hampshire 
Firemen’s Association at fifty cents ($0.50) per year for 
each fireman, thereby insuring them while going to or 
from and at a fire, and by so doing the Town will be pro- 
tected; and raise and appropriate money for the same as 
petitioned for by Chief Ovila Cheverette and forty (40) 
others. 

17. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Sun- 
day Sports Law, and act of the Laws of 1931, Chapter 155 
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and to authorize the Selectmen to draft a Town Ordinance 
under said law or to pass any vote relating thereto as 
petitioned by Romeo LaFleur and seventeen (17) others. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to adjust the com- 
pensation of all employees on all Town projects also the 
compensation of the Road Agent and adjust the salaries 
of all officials who are unable to carry out their work 
properly under the present rate paid, as petitioned by John 
L. H. Prince and ten (10) others. 

419. To see if the Town will vote to take up the matter 
of the Board of Health and place a limit or make some ad- 
justment of his expenses, as petitioned for by John L. H. 
Prince and ten (10) others. 

20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and set 
aside a sum not to exceed sixty-five dollars ($65.00) to 
enlarge doors in fire station No. 2 as petitioned for by 
- Melvin W. Worthen Sr., and eleven (11) others. 

21. To see if the Town will vote to buy a canvas 
canopy, to be placed over graves in cold or stormy 
weather. Canopy to be 12 ft. by 18 ft. costing about 
$20.00 as petitioned for by Frank P. Langford and thir- 
teen (13) others. 

22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of eighteen dollars ($18.00) for six (6) 
Smith Indian Fire Pumps, for the Town Fire Warden. 

23. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the 
road and bridge north of Robert Guilford’s land, through 
a certain Mr. Roche’s property, thence to another road 
leading from West River Road to camps, along the bank 


of the Merrimack River. 


24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of three thousand five hundred dollars 
($3,500.00) as its proportionate share of State Aid Bridge 
Construction, said expenditure to apply to the reconstruc- 
tion of the present plank floor, or take any action relating 
thereto. 
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25. To see what action the Town wishes to take in 
regard to the shaping up and oiling of Rosedale and Maple 
Streets in Hooksett Village and Alice Avenue in Lincoln 
Park, South Hooksett, and also the re-oiling of the 
Martin’s Ferry Road and North River Road, said road 
leading from Martin’s Corner on the D. W. Highway to 
the Manchester Line via Martin’s Ferry. 

26. To see if the Town will vote to confine the 
Tramp Officer to a salary of fifty dollars ($50.00) per 
annum and restrict the lodgers to one night instead of 
being regular roomers as heretofore, as petitioned for by J. 
L. H. Prince and nine (9) others. 

27. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue cer- 
tain portions of the town highway known as the Daniel 
Webster trunk line between Allenstown and Hooksett line, 
the use of such portions of highway being no longer re- 
quired by reason of the relocation of said highway in the 
course of the reconstruction of same; and to authorize the 
Selectmen to petition the Superior Court for its consent 
to such discontinuance, if such procedure is necessary, and 
to do all other things necessary in connection therewith. 

28. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens: 


I herewith submit my thirteenth annual report of the 
schools of Hooksett, for the year ending June 30, 1932. 

There were maintained during the year, ten schools, for 
a school-year of 37 weeks, with no change in the teaching 
force. 

The enrollment of different pupils was 355, with a daily 
average attendance of 95.76 per cent. The schools were in 
session on an average of 358 hali-days. 

Of the ten teachers employed, eight are graduates of 
normal school, and all have state certificates. 

The increasing complexity of modern life has made it 
necessary for the school to expand its activities to meet 
effectively the needs of the present, and prepare adequately 
for a future, the needs of which will inevitably be different. 

How the local schools can be economically carried on 
without crippling necessary service, is being seriously con- 
sidered by the school authorities. 

The world-wide financial depression causing unemploy- 
ment and an excessive burden of taxation, has aroused the 
keenest interest in the study of governmental control in all 
its separate forms. 

Several committees have been organized, composed of 
social experts chosen from the various organizations, to 
study the “Recent Social Trends” in industry, in family 
life, in education, and in the field of religion. 

One eminent committee was appointed by the President 
of the United States to study these problems. The chair- 
man was Dr. Wesley C. Mitchell, director of the National 
Bureau of Economic Research. He was assisted by six © 
noted experts. The Rockefeller Foundation furnished 
$500,000 to pay the expenses of this investigation, and other 
organizations and individuals contributed another $500,000. 
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Assistance was given by many different persons and 
organizations. 

After three years of study the conclusions of the com- 
mittee are published in two volumes, and there are an ad- 
ditional thirteen volumes containing evidences upon which 
the conclusions are based. 

“The committee does not believe in a moratorium upon 
education” says the report. “On the contrary, it holds that 
education has to be stimulated to keep pace with mechanical 
inventions.” The report also declares “that the trend of 
things indicate the necessity of social control and national 
planning.” 

The crisis confronting education in America is so alarm- 
ing that the President called a conference of representatives 
of diverse interests to assemble in Washington to con- 
sider it. 

This conference was made up of representatives of the 
American Council on Education, the American Farm 
Bureau, the American Federation of Labor, the National 
Association of Manufacturers and the National Grange. 

The conference was significant because of its member- 
ship, deliberations and conclusions. Dr. Ray Lyman 
Wilbur, Secretary of the Interior, was chairman of the 
convention. President Hoover opened the conference, and 
set the tone of discussion by the statement that ‘‘our nation 
faces the acute responsibility of providing a right of way 
for the American child.” 

The recommendations, after days of deliberation and 
discussion, are worthy of our thoughtful study and full con- 
sideration. 

The conference emphasized the fact that in general the 
schools have been under-nourished rather than too richly 
fed. Also that waste, wherever it existed, should be 
eliminated. 

The committee voted to recommend: 

“That the major wastes in education should be eliminated 
through the elimination of control and interference by 
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politicians, of political appointments and of political 
corruption. 

“That local governments, and local school districts should 
be reorganized and consolidated. 

“That state educational administration be reorganized 
through the creation of a non-political and professional 
agency for the administration of the educational policies 
of the state. 

“That the state must assume the responsibility of assuring 
adequate public education to all local communities irrespec- 
tive of their financial condition. 

“That when states are unable to do so, the federal govern- 
ment must assume the responsibility of assuring adequate 
public education to those states in whatever manner may 
be required. 

“That all governments, local, state and national, must 
direct attention to the immediate reformation of the sys- 
tem of taxation, since that is basic to any consideration of 
the financing of education.” | 


Criticism is often made against the large number of sub- 
jects taught in our schools. Some of these are called 
“fads and frills’ by those who believe that the old and 
narrow curriculum was adequate for all pupils. 

It is true that the number of school subjects has greatly 
increased and that the increase has added materially to the 
cost of education. Whether or not these larger oppor- 
tunities are justifiable, the school authorities are not 
responsible for them. For the most part they have re- 
sulted from legislation inspired by people who have visioned 
the need of a broader education and a better preparation 
for a citizenship in this modern and complex civilization. 

Many of the so-called “fads” of yesterday are regarded 
as fundamentals of today. 

The school authorities believe that it is the duty of the 
school to train the young to do their full duty in life and 
are endeavoring to devine the needs of future society, and 
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to plan the school work to meet these needs and are anxious 
to co-operate with parents and citizens for these ends. 

Our teachers are paid a comparatively small salary, the 
repairs on the school buildings are as few as is consistent 
for health and efficiency, and the cost of books and supplies 
is kept low. The consolidation of schools, wherever feas- 
ible, seems a means of lessening school costs. 

The progress of the work done in our schools is com- 
mendable. 

The regular teachers and the instructors of special 
activities are faithfully and industriously working under 
well-planned and accredited lines of procedure. 

The conduct of the pupils on the playgrounds is being 
well supervised for their safety, happiness and health. 

The disciplinary troubles, caused almost entirely by the 
lack of home training and parental government, impede the 
work of the school and deprive the pupils of a happy school 
life. 

Teachers are peculiarly exposed to criticism and an- 
noyances. The legal right of the teacher, apparently, is so 
little understood by parents and the general public, that a 
knowledge of this law may assist in the administration of 
the affairs of the schools. 

We quote some of the legal rights of the teacher as given 
by eminent authorities. 3 


“The law will sustain a teacher in inflicting corporal 
punishment provided it is reasonable and for sufficient 
cause. M 

“The reasonable assumption is, that in respect of 
restraint and correction, the teacher ‘is in loco parentis’ 
and may exercise that degree of force that would be 
justifiable in a parent.” 

This law has existed from the foundation of our public 
school and has been sustained by the decisions of the courts. 
We sincerely urge parents and citizens to visit the schools 
frequently. Your interest, thus shown, will encourage and 
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inspire the children and teachers. and by these visits you 
will get a better knowledge of the school work and its 
management. 

We appreciate the large attendance of parents and 
friends at the public exercises given at Memorial and 
Christmas time and at the graduation exercises of the 
eighth grade, but as above stated, visits made during the 
regular school days will reveal more fully the real work 
and worth of the school. 

In conclusion I express my appreciation for the co- 
operation and assistance given to me by the teachers, the 
school board and the citizens.
